President Roosevelt signed it with 
an objection on the grounds the! 
study should be m ade by the public 
h eah h service.

He suggested appointm ent of a I 
com m ittee of three by the treasury j 
and war departm ents.

m ittee, which arm y engineers said 
would be nam ed shortly , will be | 
composed of an engineer, a repre­ 
sentative of the health service, and | 
a non-governm ent expert.

thus enable the com m ittee to begin 
its broader study prom ptly .
